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Have  You  Any  Bugs? 

There  are  some  pests  that  make  serious  trouble  for  the 
dahlia  grower,  more  especially  in  dry,  hot  weather.  Some 
years  there  are  scarcely  any  insects  to  cause  trouble,  at 
others  they  are  nation-wide. 

Among  the  more  common  pests  might  be  mentioned 
Thrips,  Tarnish  Plant  Bug.  Space  forbids  a  full  treatise. 
In  brief  these  symptoms  appear. 

Thrip — A  check  in  the  growth  of  the  plant  when  about 
8-12  inches  high,  with  curled  and  crinkled  leaves. 

Tarnish  Plant  Bug — Failure  to  bloom,  stunted  growth  at 
the  tip  of  the  branches,  small  warty  bumps  on  the  stems. 

Remedy — Dust  freely  with  flower  of  sulphur  in  the  morn¬ 
ing.  It  should  be  done  four  times  at  intervals  of  four 
days.  Some  growers,  as  soon  as  the  shoots  come  through, 
spray  with  “Black  Leaf  Forty”  every  week  to  be  sure  to 
keep  them  away. 

A  new  spray  and  a  very  good  one  is  Agri-Pax. 


Dahlia  Culture 

DAHLIAS  do  best  in  a  light,  porous  soil,  with  good  drain¬ 
age.  Wet  feet  are  as  fatal  to  them  as  to  roses.  While 
they  will  do  fairly  well  in  25  per  cent  shade,  an  open  loca¬ 
tion,  in  full  sunshine,  is  much  to  be  preferred.  Do  not 
have  the  soil  too  rich,  for  too  much  fertilizer,  too  much 
water,  or  too  much  shade,  will  cause  the  plants  to  grow 
tall  and  rank,  but  almost  barren  of  blooms.  Heavy  clay 
soils  should  be  made  light  and  friable  by  adding  ashes  or 
sand,  40  per  cent  being  none  too  much.  Cultivation  is 
everything  with  dahlias.  Never  allow  the  top  of  the  ground 
to  become  hard  and  baked.  Keep  it  finely  pulverized  with 
hoe  or  rake,  particularly  so  during  dry  weather.  If  your 
dahlias  do  not  do  well  do  not  blame  the  grower  from  whom 
you  bought  your  tubers.  Do  not  plant  too  early;  the  tu¬ 
bers  may  rot  during  a  cold  wet  spell.  Plant  five  inches 
deep,  laying  tuber  fiat,  sprout  side  uppermost.  Do  not 
let  fresh  fertilizer  touch  the  tuber.  If  you  add  any  barn¬ 
yard  manure  to  very  infertile  soil,  be  sure  the  manure  is 
old,  well-rotted,  and  mixed  thoroughly  in  the  soil.  A 
small  tuber  is  as  good,  often  better,  than  a  big  one. 
Dahlias  may  be  planted  from  the  first  of  May  to  the  first 
of  July.  June  first  is  about  right.  The  dahlia  is  an  au¬ 
tumn  flower  and  blooms  best  when  the  heat  of  August  has 
passed  away.  Follow  my  suggestions,  and  write  me  of 
your  success  in  the  fall. 

After  the  plants  have  been  frozen  in  the  fall,  dig  care¬ 
fully  and  store  the  roots  in  a  dry,  cool  cellar  for  winter. 
In  the  spring,  the  roots  should  be  divided,  preferably  to 
one  eye,  before  planting.

Gladiolus  Culture 


Gladiolus  are  of  veery  easy  culture.  The  bulbs  may  be 
planted  as  early  as  the  ground  can  be  worked  and  for  a 
succession  of  bloom  every  two  weeks  up  to  July.  The 
ground  should  be  dug  deeply  and  the  bulbs  planted  4  to  6 
inches  apart  in  the.  rows.  A  sandy  loam  soil  away  from 
the  shade  of  trees  or  buildings,  suits  them  best,  although 
they  will  thrive  in  any  good  garden  soil.  In  heavy  soil 
plant  from  3  to  4  inches  deep  and  in  light  soil  plant  from 
4  to  5  inches  deep.
